COMMERCIAL ASPECT 
OF IRRIGATION 


The possibility of being able to raise 
bountiful crops of vegetables, grain 
and todder grasses of excellent quelity 
by the aid of irrigation in the avid 
portions of the Territories has now 
been clearly demonstrated vy the 
returns from irrigated areas at widely 
separated points ducing the past three 
vears, and any remaining doubts on 
this subject must have been set at rest 
by the bulletin lately issued from the 
arrigation office here contaming state- 
iments from irrigatois regarding re- 
turns in ISM, extracts from which have 
been printed in tate 
Heratp, We note, however, that 
while it isnow generally admitted that 
irrigation will preduce these results, 
there is a tendency on the part of 
many to doubt the fact that money 
invested in the construction of irriga- 
tion works or the cultivation of land 
by this means will prove a paying in- 
vestinent, and as capital for any ot 
the larger uncertakings which have 
been projected must be reasonably sure 
of a sate and profitable investment 
before embarking in these undertak- 
ings, itis desirable that ail the ight 
possible should* be thrown on this side 
of the question, 


Irrigation in Canada as a weans of
